in so many words, but neither prosecu- 
tion nor defense oould show that anyone 
else was nearabouts. 


In the hearing, ao many times post- 


poned. Best, against whom was directed 
every bit of the testimony uttered, stood 
like an animated rock. 
Me was stoical 


to the extreme when any word against 
him was suid, yet in the general run of 
testimony he was as intent as a man 
well could be. 


Twenty-three witnesses for the gov- 


ernment were sworn. 
Dr. Knkham, the 


medical examiner, testified to the con- 
dition of the body when found. 
He 


found two bullet wounds In the chest. 
The bullets, in his-optnlon, were fired be- 
fore death. 
Death was produced by 


bullet wounds in th« chest. Either one 
must have been fatal.

death came about an hour and not over 
three hours after the last meal, and be- 
tween eight and '12 Cays before the 
body was found.

Concord, N. H., Nov. 9.—Maxm-Illan 


Bchoenbeln, better known as Max Shin- 
burn, who escaped 35 years ago from the 
New Hampshire state prison* where ha 
had been committed for 10 years, a_s 
penalty for th« robbery of the funds of 
a bank at Walpole, re-entered the New 
Hampshire prison last night, to serve 
the remainder of hte sentence. 


Shinburn arrived in this city from 


Plattsburg, N. Y., In the custody of 
Bheritt Tuttle and J. "W. Rogers, a de- 
tective in the employ of the American 
Bankers' association. 
More than 1000 


people had assembled In a driving rain- 
storm to see Shlnburn and his captors, 
and when the party stepped from the 
train they were almost swept off their 
feet by the rush of the throng. 
Shin- 


turn was hea\*lly ironed and shackled 
to Sheriff Tuttle, and smiled broadly at 
the excitement caused by his arrival. He 
did not appear in the least nervous or 
depressed. 


Upon arrival at the state prison he was 


turned over to Warden Cox, and the 
usual formalities attendant upon the 
commitment of criminals were com- 
pleted, Ths prison from which he made 
his escape 35 years ago was a. stone 
structure on North Mam street, in the 
heart of the city, and when he made hia 
sensational escape by breaking- through 
the gate leading from the prison yard 
to the Street running past the prison, ha 
had served less than one y?ar of his 10 
years' sentence. 


Last night he entered the new prison, 


which is located two males from the 
center of the city, and is a far different 
structure from that of the old one. Here 
he will serve out the balance of his sen- 
tence. 
Tinder the laws of New Hamp- 


shire his sentence could be doubled as a 
penalty for his escape, but It Is generally 
believed this action will not be taken. 


He denies that he is Shinburn, and as- 


serts that he was never in this city be- 
fore. 
He denounces American justice, 


and declares that he has been persecuted. 
Shinburn is now in. his 69th year. He is 
a short, stout and powerful man, with 
rather a pleasant face, and speaks with a 
strong. German accent 
He is an ex- 


pert linguist, and has a good education.

Made With King of Belgians.

He is un- 
pretentious a«id democratic, easily ac- 
cessible anfi p elite to everybody. In an 
interview vv-IQi a New York Journal re- 
porter Mr. 'Valsh spoke as follows con- 
cerning the report that he had formed 
a partnership with. King Leopold:

AUTO'S PERILOUS CLIMB.

Incline «t Automobile Show. 


Joseph McDuffie's sensational aerial 


flight hi an automobile became more 
than ever the other day a feature of 
the motor vehicle show In Madison 
Square Garden, says the New York 
Herald. Spectators thronged the roof 
of the big building throughout the aft- 
ernoon and evening to see the feat per- 
formed. To accommodate the crowds 
the daring operator was compelled to 
make the ascent up the artificial hill 
every few minutes. 


In one of the climbs he broke bin 


previous record by making the 200 foot 
run up the grade in an even 40 seconds. 
Two hundred persons who watched 
the performance held their breath un- 
til the rider had reached the top plat- 
form, 53 feet above their heads. 
It 


was late in the afternoon when McDuf- 
fie made this record trip. He had been 
up and down the Inclined runway 
more than 20 times and was becoming 
just a bit wearied of his hazardous 
task. As he wheeled the automobile 
Into position for the start he "noticed 
several gentlemen standing near with 
watches in their hands. 


On the spur of the moment be decid- 


ed he would make the run in the quick- 
est time he had yet done. Giving the 
controller of his machine a sharp turn, 
he literally shot from the level flooring 
on to the first plane of the incline. 
Then, before he had reached the sec- 
ond plane of a 35 per cent grade, he 
opened the throttle still wider, and al- 
most before the startled onlookers real- 
ized it the vehicle was on the level 
platform at the foot of the third and 
steepest plane of the hill, the grade of 
which is 42 per cent. 
Over the plat- 


form and up this grade the little car- 
riage dashed as surely and swiftly as 
if it had been ou a level stretch of 
road. 


At the top of this grade a second 


platform, nine feet square, gave the 
driver a fraction of a second of breath- 
ing space before making: the ascent of 
the home stretch. Before entering thl» 
stretch, however, the operator was re- 
quired to make a sharp turn at right 
angles, which he did without slacken- 
ing Ills speed in the least. 


Quickly the vehicle and rider rose lip 


the last grade of 35% per cent that car- 
ried them away up the side of Diana's 
tower.

As recent analy- 
ses have shown, these bodies tend to 
disappear in the air as a higher alti- 
tude is reached until they disappear 
altogether.—Louisville Dispatch.

THUNDER STORM AND RAIN STORM 


Damage by Lightning at Electric Com- 


pany's Plant 


The public schools were a dreary 


place this morning-. At 7.30, the time 
for the blowing of the no school signal, 
the storm was not bad enough to cause 
a decision to omit the ottsslon of the 
day.

coming down fiercely, and those chil- 
dren who went to school were thor- 
oughly drenched.

As the storm continued. It was de- 


cided best not to have a session of 
school this afternoon, in view of the 
fact that the children had been soaked 
this mornin». and so shortly after 11 
the no-school signal A|IS sounded. 


The experience of the day called up 


for discussion again the unfortunate 
time selected by the school committee 
for the sounding- of the no-school signal 
in the morning-. It is set for 7.30,which 
is too early to allow a fair judgment of 
its necessity. This time was chosen 
to accomodate the high school, which 
opens earlier, but it is proving an ac- 
comodation to the high school at the 
expense of all the other schools. At 
the meeting of the school committee it 
is believed that the matter -will be 
brought up for reconsideration. 


A thunder storm at 8, with a snow 


storm at 11, is the record of November 
9, 1900, as far as weather is concerned. 
There was a well developed thunder 
storm which did more or less damage 
early this morning, and after a tem- 
po'-ary effort to clear up, the weather 
turnbd colder and snow began to fall. 
For the first time 
this year it fell 


heavily enough to stick and whiten the 
ground in the city although the moun- 
tains have been white before this sea- 
son. 


The lightning 
this morning raised 


havoc at the North Adams Gas and 
Kleotric Light company's works.

"It is astonishing." said a western 


man, "how farreaciiing is Boston and 
some of its best traditions. 
Naturally 


enough, in tlie eastern sections of the 
country this would not be extraordi- 
nary, but that it should ramify the 
whole land is worthy of remark. As 
an instance I may cite one of my own 
experiences. 


"Several years r.go I tried farming in 


western Kansas aud made a specialty 
of bean raising. 1 had had some ex-

were wrong:, for it came through to 
Poking vrithom the loss of an animal 
or wagon. The only transportation on 
shore when wo started was mine, and, 
in conjunction with our river boats, we 
are uo\v supplying with it the Ninth, 
Fourteenth, a raiment of marines and. 
a squadron of tli? Sixth cavalry; the 
same .vny with all other stores—cloth- 
ing, riding animals and every variety 
of clothing storc^. It was mighty well 
I brought a good supply, for it had to 
do for all. 


"With my usual good luck, I was ap- 


pointed chief commissary, and, as 
Byron and Wood had to stay behind, I 
was 
also the 
chief 
quartermaster 


during the advance. The troops car- 
ried but one day's rations, but did not 
lose a meal. Our train started hours 
after tho Japanese and Russians trains, 
but invariably caught up with them be- 
fore the end of the march. Pack trains 
in this country are very expensive. 
The train of 50 mules and 15 riding 
animals, vrith rs 15 employees, carried 
exactly whr.t I carried on two. wagons 
and on "arrival here was completely j 
played out, while the wagons turned ' 
about and went back to Tongku for 
more rations. 
I have had an oppor- ' 


tunity to study the transportation ot , 
the 
various armies r.ucl think our 


wagons are superior to anything else, 
bnt riHve vronld bf r.n improvement by 
supplonirnrlns it with some of the Jap 
carts and Russian cook carts. 
I 


"The 
Japs excel in every military ! 


branch. Every one o.oncedes it; in dis- : 
cipline, means of supply, medical at- 
tendance—everything. They have not 
only won the admiration but the affec- 
tion of sat officers and men, and a lit- 
tle Jap private dropping into our camp 
Is shown flic consideration due a major 
general. It will be extremely difficult 
to supply the troops at this point 
during' the winter. 
Under ordinary 


conditions there is much suffering by 
the people, and there are no surplus 
supplies. 
Unless the railroad is re- 


paired it will be impossible to maintain 
over 3,000 troops and 600 animals at 
, 


this point, and that will strain river i 
and wagon transportation to the ut- 
most. However, we know nothing yet 
regarding the policy. As is always the 
case, we like the last place best." 


' In writing to Major Johnston of the 
adjutant general's office General Bar- 
ry, United States volunteers, who has 
been with General Chaffee's forces in 
China, says: 


"•After visiting A'dmiral Remey on 


Aug.

long bones filled with marrow or satu-

Professor W. n. Pickering of Har- j 


tard university has arrived at Port An- 
tonio with E. R. Cranu. They came to 
Jamaica on a scientific mission, writes 
the New York Herald's special corre- 
spondent at Kingston, Jamaica. 


Professor Pickering is an astronomer 


of considerable note, and the outcome 
of his mission here Is looked forward 
to with the keenest interest by the 
whole astronomical world. Results he 
will achieve are expected to be a most 
important contribution to the science 
and especially to the photographic 
branch of it. They have come to the 
tropics because the atmospheric condi- 
tions of more northern latitudes are 
such that the delicate work they have 
in contemplation cannot be done satis- 
factorily there. 


"Observers find up north," said Pro- 


fessor Pickering, "that the stars on be- 
ing looked at through the telcscepe are 
very much blurred. There is a wavl- 
ness in space which can best be com- 
pared to the appearance of the air over 
a very hot stove or other surface. This 
is one of the great difficulties with 
which observers of the heavens have 
to contend. 
Now, in the clear, bril- 


liant atmosphere of the tropics this 
waviuess is very much less, and th» 
object is well defined in the heavens. 
It is to the tropics, therefore, that as- 
tronomers have begun to look for th<* 
best results in stellar observations. 


"The 
Harvard 
university, having 


these considerations in view, sent an 
expedition down to Arequlpa, in Peru, 
several years ago. The work done haw 
been excellent and has led the universi- 
ty to send down this temporal y expedi- 
tion to Jamaica, which has been chosen 
because it is Just about the same lati- 
tude north that Arequlpa is south. I 
paid a visit here several months ago 
and after extensive travels selected a 
site at Mandeville which observation 
has shown to be freer from cloud mass- 
es than any other site." 


"And what Is the nature of your ex- 


pectations'.'" he was asked. 


"We brought down what is perhaps 


the longest telescope in the world," he 
said. "It is 135 feet long, althoi^ph It 
has for its size only a small diameter. 
We are building high linper on this tel- 
escope, for wr1 believe it will enable us 
to take photog: aphs of the celestial 
bodies superior to anything yet done.- 
Wo come here with better opportuni- 
ties for good work tlian has yet been 
the lot of observers, and something in 
advance of what the science has got is 
expected from us. 


"By reason of the great length of the 


telescope the image taken through It on 
a photographic plate is only one second 
of an arc of diameter instead of being

BUILDING POWERFUL ENGINES 


Ten Mammoth Freight Pullers Under 


Way for Boston and Maine 


The amount of freight now being 


handled by the Boston and .Maine rail- 
road has grown to such proportions, on 
account of its superior facilities for 
taking care of it at Boston, in rapidly 
distributing and forwarding it to "its 
destination, and its large docks arud 
improved steamship facilities for hand- 
ling export freight, as to call for more 
power to haul the trains given to it 
at the western termimis and the mo- 
tive power department has been at 
work making drawings for a most 
complete and modern locomotive, capa- 
ble of hauling very heavy trains. 


These drawings are partially finish- 


ed, and an order has been placed with 
the Schenectady Locomotive works for 
10 consolidation engines with 20 by 30 
inch cylinders. 61 inch driving wheels, 
wide fire boxes, 3000 feet of heating sur- 
face in the boiler, and 46 snuare feet of 
grate, which is 50 per cent laxger than 
any grate in any locomotive the com- 
pany no-.v owns, and which will make 
it possible to secure better conditions 
for firing, resulting in economy! of fuel 
and combustion of inferior grades of 
coal. 


Each, engine will weigh about 160,000 


pounds, and will have no difficulty in 
moving much la.rger trains than are 
now run over the road. The contract 
calls for their delivery In January, 
1901. 


When these engines are completed 


and begin work, they will be watched 
wilh interest, for apart from being 
wonderfully powerful the large heat- 
ing surface and wide grate are the 
tatest

Clark company in this city that the es- 
tablishment of their flourishing busi- 
ness has been the cause of closing of 
the Pittsfield branch, although one of 
the Pittsfield pap?rs gave this as the 
probable reason, saying:

Pittsfield's loss in this case has been 
Nnrth Adams' sain." 


Whether this has had anything to do 


with it or not, however, the fact re- 
mains that since September, 1899, when 
the Clai k Biscuit factory was started 
it has increased its business steadily, 
and should be counted in on any list 
of the industries of North Adams. 


The factory now turns out the pro- 


ducts of about 50 barrels of flour a day, 
and distributes them largely through 
the wholesale houses of H. W. Clark & 
Co., of this city. The factory also has 
established a representative in Boston, 
and is building up a very large busi- 
ness there. Thp output of the factory 
is about evenly divided between plain 
and fanty goods. 


There are now about 46 persons em- 


ployed in the factory, and the demand 
for the goojls- made is becoming- more 
firm anci established every day.

The Money Question of !BI! 


T. G. Fillebrowne of this city has in 


his possession a most interesting col- 
lection of old bills, one or two of which 
have been mentioned previously in this 
paper, and which together form a valu- 
able 
collection. They 
were 
found 


among the effects of Mr. Fillebrowne's 
mother after her death some time ago, 
and some of them are of extreme age. 
Most of the bills, of which there are 
some 25, are worn to the* thinness of 
tissue paper, and several of them have 
at one time or another b<=en reinforced 
on the back with stronger bits of pa- 
per pasted on to hold them together. 


The Oldest of the lot is a bill for $5 


issued by the Concord bank in 1811. 
There are several issued before 1820, 
and none of them are of later issue 
than 1847. A noticeable feature is the 
number of S3 bills, which seern to have 
been comparatively numerous in those 
days. One bill for $3 was issued by 
the Adams national bank of this place, 
this having been spoken of before by 
the Transcript. 


The bills are all smaller in size than 


those in use today, and some of them 
are very quaintly printed, several be-' 
ing almost compltley covered with the 
denomination of the 'bill written thou- 
sands of times in the finest of script, 
a devise that would make it impossible 
to "raise" the denomination of one of 
them. The 'colors are also of interest, 
there being apparently no one color 
used entirely during the early years of 
the century, some being of a pronounc- 
ed blue. All in all, the collection is one 
of great interest and of constantly in- 
creasing value.
